“Dear ASBG Officers: 

Because of the recent changes in the State of Oregon’s economic 
status there have been many projections for budget shortfalls in the 
statewide community college budgets. As a result, community college 
boards across the state have instituted measures to balance their 
budgets.” 

... * the Clatsop Community College Board of Trustees approved a 
tuition increase for the academic year beginning July 1,2002. Tuition at 
Clatsop Community College will be $46 per credit for up to 15 credits. 
What this means in terms of tuition costs for a student attending full 
time is: 

12 credits tuition will be $552 per term; $1,656 for a three-term year. 
15 credits tuition will be $690 per term; $2,070 for a three-term year.”
